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INTRODUCTION. 


' FAN is dryly described by Dr. Johnson as ‘an instrument 

used by ladies to move the air and cool themselves.’ The 
more genial ‘Spectator’ (No. 103), while he prettily calls the Fan 
‘a little modish machine,’ strangely proposes to d@ri// the ladies to 
its use, and by the martinet commands, ‘ Handle your Fans ;’ 
‘Unfurl your Fans; ‘Ground your Fans ;’ and so on to the climax 
‘Flutter your Fans,’ to show them how to express all their 
emotions. But the ladies would have taught him better, and it is 
clear that they alone are competent to use and to describe the 
uses of their pretty toy, which a poet has called ‘ The sceptre of 
the world.’ 

A French lady, who had the character of being one of the 
most spirituelles of the Court of Louis XIV., wrote to her friend, 
Madame de Staal: ‘Supposons une femme délicieusement aim- 
able, magnifiquement parée, pétrie de graces; si avec tous ces 
avantages elle ne sait que bourgeoisement manier l’éventail, elle 
aura toujours 2 craindre de se voir l’objet du ridicule. Il y a tant 
de facons de se servir de ce précieux colifichet, qu’on distingue 
par un coup d’éventail la princesse de la comtesse, la marquise 


de la roturitre. Et puis, quelles graces ne donne pas l’éventail 
% une dame qui sait s’en servir a 


propos! II serpente, il voltige, il se 
resserre, il se déploie, il se léve, il 
s’abaisse selon les circonstances. Oh! 
je veux bien gager en vérité, que dans 
tout l’attirail de la femme galante et 
la mieux parée, il n’y a point d’orne- 
ment dont elle puisse tirer autant de 
parti que de son éventail.’ 
With these essential qualifications 

the Fan must have been a female 
<i necessity from the earliest times ; and 
Greek. 
such appears to have been the case, 
for in various forms and materials its use may be traced in 
the ancient monumental and other records of Japan, China, 
India, Persia, Greece, and Rome, as well as in the poetic allusions 
of classic literature. It was, and continues to be, employed in

the service of religion, and as the decorative emblem of sove- 
reignty; and is fashionable in every hot-sunned clime, some- 
times with both sexes, for its material uses as a shade to the 
face, to cool the heated features, or as a chassemouche. 

During the dark ages we may not expect to find any traces of 
the Fanin Europe. The first mention of it appears in the cathedral 
and abbey records of the early part of the thirteenth century, which 
refer to it as an appendage for decorating the ceremonials of the 
church. But later in the century Fans were worn in Italy by the 
ladies, suspended from their girdles, and were then made of feathers 
fixed in a richly carved and decorated handle. 

The folding Fan was an early invention of the Japanese, 
who have always been famed for their skill and excellence in 
its manufacture. Adopted in China, it was brought from that 
country into Portugal during the fifteenth century ; and in the 
next century appears to have been in general use in Portugal, 
Spain, and Italy. From Spain, in the sixteenth century, it found 
its way into France with the Italian perfumers in the suite of 
Catherine de Medici, soon became fashionable at court, and 
was in great favour with the mignonnes of Henry ILI. 

In England, Fans were a female ornament in the reign of 
Henry VIII., and are said to have been introduced in the 
preceding reign. Queen Elizabeth wore a Fan as part of 
her sumptuous attire. It was an acceptable present from a 
courtier, and there is a particular record of the presentation of 
one to her Majesty on her birthday. In her portrait at Gor- 
hambury, she holds in her hand a small folding Fan, and the 
same may be traced in other contemporary portraits. Twenty- 
seven Fans are enumerated in the inventory of her Majesty’s 
wardrobe, 1660. 

From this time the Fan appears to have been, throughout 
Europe, an essential part of a lady’s dress; but its chief manu- 
facture, following the Chinese model, was located in France, 
and in the reign of Louis XIV. attained great excellence, es- 


and miniature, the finest papers from China, and taffetas from 
Florence, united to embellish it. The trade grew in importance, 


laws for its regulation, and were at the same time endowed with 
several privileges. In the succeeding reign the manufacture 
reached its height in France, no less than five hundred manu- 
facturers finding, it is said, employment in Paris in 1753. 

During the same period the Fan came into general use in 
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England, the feather Fan being the earliest worn; and there 
appears to have been a considerable trade established here in the 
last half of the century, as we learn from 
a petition to the House of Commons—‘ The 
Fann-makers’ grievance, by the importation 
of Fanns from the East Indies.’ ‘That 
the manufactures of Fanns and Fann-sticks, 
though it may seem slight to some, is 
certainly at this time of very great con- 
sequence to a very considerable branch of 
the trade of England, for that it employs 
multitudes of men, women, and children, 
in making the sticks, papers, leathers, in 
ordering the silk (which paper, leather, 
and silk is manufactur’d in this nation) ; 
likewise great numbers employ’d in painting, | 
varnishing, and japanning ; and further that 
untill there be put a stop to the importa- 
tion of Indian Fanns and Fann-sticks, of which it can be proved 
that 550,000 have lately been brought over, great numbers of 
poor people, continually employed in the work, must otherwise 
inevitably perish.’ 

Following this, it appears that in the twelfth year of Charles‘II. 
a protecting duty of 40s. per dozen was imposed upon Fans, and, 
if painted, their importation was strictly prohibited. In the reign 
of Queen Anne, the London manufacturers obtained a charter of 
incorporation, and thenceforth the trade in Fans within the city 
was limited to the members of the corporation, and continued 
to flourish. Referring to the reign of George II., Nollekens, 
the eminent sculptor, tells, that when his wife was a girl, her 
father’s intimate friend, Goupy (a well-known water-colour drafts- 
man, who died in London 1763), was considered the most 
eminent of the fan-painters, and that fan-painting was then so 
fashionable that the family of ‘Athenian Stuart’ placed him as a 
pupil to Goupy, conceiving that by so doing they had made his 
fortune ; and we learn from other sources that Stuart originally 
gained his livelihood by painting Fans. Maintaining its pros- 
perity till towards the commencement of the present century, fan- 
making then began to decline, and finally collapsed on the 
removal of the protective duties as a part of the system of free- 
trade. About twenty years since an influential member of the 
Fanmakers’ Company presented to each of his fellow-members a 
commemorative Fan; and though the corporation is maintained, 
there does not now remain a fan-maker in London.

| Throughout the eighteenth century the French successfully : 
maintained their supremacy in the manufacture. But early in that 
century, Fans of good pretensions were made in Italy, Spain, Hol- 
land, Germany, and also, as has been shown, in England. The | 
Italian Fan was often finely painted after some mythological or sacred 
subject of one of the great native masters, and had a simple and 

appropnate stick ; the Spanish Fan, richly coloured, represented 


seventeenth century, beautifully painted by one of the masters 
of the Low Countries, was frequently imported into Paris, and 
decorated in Vernis Martin, was greatly esteemed ; the German 
Fan clearly possessed a marked nationality, with its painted 
ivory stick sometimes ingeniously carved @ coréeille; and, lastly, 
the English Fan, of about the middle of the century, Was a pro- 
duction by no means destitute of taste, showing both industry 
and skill in its adapted design. But at the present time the 
only Fans produced here are of the plainest character, made of 
paper, or of white wood, sometimes coarsely pierced and decorated 
with rude groups of flowers. A similar cheap manufacture is 
carried on at Vienna, whence many Fans are exported, some 
‘ of them to this country. 

As the art called ‘Vernis Martin’ has been so much employed 
in the decoration of Fans, many fine examples of which will be 
found in this collection, it may not be out of place to give such 
facts as can be gleaned respecting the original designer of this 
novel and beautiful work, of whom so little appears to be known. 
Martin is reported to have been a coach-painter in Paris in the 
reign of Louis XIV., and was the inventor of the fine varnish 
which bears his name. He was probably skilled in all the 
heraldic and artistic decorations then lavished upon carriage- 
panels. He has been described as ‘ a famous painter and chemist’ 
—his fame is celebrated in the verse of Voltaire ; and it is evident 
that he was something more than a mere ‘ vernisseur,’ as has been 
supposed. Then with regard to the Fans themselves, though 
remarkable for their fine varnish, they are far more distinguished 
by the peculiar beauty and novelty of their ornamentation. While 
the centre design is usually by a master of the I ow Countries or 

| ae of the French school, the originality, and (if subordinate not less 
| be artistic) merit of the general tasteful decoration, its exquisite 
finish, brilliancy, and colour are surely the work of a master- 
hand; and whose but Martin’s, who has given a name to this 
characteristic art? The number of his works testify that he had 
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pupils or assistants, some of whom probably attempted to con- 
tinue his peculiar manner; but their imitations, though few, are 
apparent, failing even in the great merit of the varnish, the secret 
of which probably died with Martin. Yet Fan decoration to this 
day is not beyond the influence of his original taste. 

The dress Fan of a high character is now exclusively made in 
Paris. In no other city does a modern Fan command a price of 
too/,, and the makers may well claim to have made all Europe 
tributary to them, admitting, however, that they cannot rival the 
cheap and remarkable quality of the Chinese Fan. ‘This pre-emi- 
nence, which we readily grant, is evident in the present collection. It 
depends upon a combination of skill. The Fan-maker, Eventailliste, 
calls himself the inventor or designer, and he well merits the 
title. He employs able artists to paint the principal decoration 
for the mount, and to carve and decorate the stick. ‘These parts, 
which are produced under his direction, he combines and fits 
up, exercising a controlling taste, which gives a name and in- 
dividuality to the works of the chief Parisian makers. Thus the 
Fan, like the pin, is a work of many hands,—the painter, the 
carver, the gilder, and the jeweller, with several inferior artisans. 
In some instances the complete Fan is the design of an eminent 
artist, who thus gives to it an uniform, harmonious character. 

The present Exhibition is a part of the scheme of the De- 
partment of Science and Art for the Art Instruction of Women. 
To promote this object, the Department offered prizes in com- 
petition for Fans painted by the students in the Female Schools 
of Art in 1868, and again in 1869. ‘The Fan-mount, to which in 
the first of these years the chief prize was awarded, is included 
in this Exhibition, and it is intended to continue the com- 
petition; Her Majesty also graciously purposes to offer a 
Fan prize for competition at the International Exhibition of 

1871. Those therefore, who desire to compete may now have 
the great advantage of seeing all the best Fans which can be 
brought together, and of studying, not servilely copying, what is 
in every respect most appropriate, tasteful, and novel, as well 
as what should be avoided. But, as has been already shown, 
the mount which is the object of competition is only a portion 
of the completed Fan. 
Some interesting facts relating to the Paris manufacture of 
Fans appear in the Report of the Délégations Ouvriéres, Paris 
_ Universal Exhibition, 1867. It is stated that the Fan-stick is 
specially made in the Département de l’Oise, and that mother-of- 
pearl, ivory, bone, sandal-wood, and other domestic and foreign 
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woods are used ; the manufacture in mother-of-pearl being carried 
on at Andeville, and in the other materials at St. Genévitve. 
The work is chiefly domestic, the artisan, his wife, and children 
taking a share in it, and frequently attaining great skill by their 
own untaught industry and talent. The finely painted mount 
is exclusively Paris work, the most esteemed artists being 
frequently employed. The Fans thus produced are made under 
the direction of the principal dealers in Paris, and are of the 
highest quality, usually representing some speciality which belongs 
to their producer. In England, the trade has not found such a 
development, and its future extension would seem to depend upon 
the uprising here of men of taste and capital, who, as producers 
and sellers, shall occupy the place of the Paris Lvendailliste. 

The arrangement of the Exhibition was commenced with the 
intention to classify the Fans according to country and date. 
But it was felt right to defer to the wishes of several important 
contributors, that their collections should not be separated, and 
the original plan was necessarily abandoned. So far as it had 
proceeded, however, a difficulty, and indeed uncertainty, was 
experienced in assigning to some Fans the country to which their 
manufacture might be most correctly attributed. The workmen 
of one country have been tempted to another, Chinese carvers 
even having been brought to Europe; the parts of Fans in which 
any country has excelled have been imported into another, and 
used with its native manufacture. In all cases novel taste, 
approved by fashion, has never failed to become the object of 
universal imitation. 

The Collection is an evidence of the kindness with which a 
great number of valuable and highly interesting Fans have been 
very graciously lent for exhibition. The contributions, especially 
of Her Majesty, and, by the valued assistance of M. du 
Sommerard, of the Empress of the French, and of several 
possessors of Fans in Paris, will be most cordially recognised, 
and will surely prove objects of great public interest and 
pleasure.

THE special object of this Exhibition is to revive the 
production of Fans in England as a branch of Fine Art 
applied to industry, especially suitable for the employment 
of female artists, 

It is also hoped by this display to promote an 
Exhibition of Fans at the first Annual International 
Exhibition, which takes place in May, 1871. 

The Lords of the Committee of Council have 
been informed by Her Majesty’s Commissioners for the 
Exhibition that Her Majesty the Queen has been 
graciously pleased to offer a prize of 4o/. (1000 francs) 
for the best fan exhibited in 1871, being either a work 
of painting or carving, or a combination of both, and 
executed by a female artist under twenty-five years of 
age. The Lady Cornelia Guest and Baroness Meyer de 
Rothschild have each offered a prize of 10/. for the two 
next best fans. 

My Lords are permitted to state that Her Royal 
Highness the Princess Louise has signified her intention 
to exhibit a fan of her own workmanship at the Exhibition 
of 1871. 

A sum of 50/. will be awarded and spent in various 
amounts by the Science and Art Department for fans 
produced by female students of the Schools of Art 
in the United Kingdom. 
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
